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Reasons for Allowance 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record discloses recording medium cartridges which include a medium and a memory in 
the same cartridge but the prior art of record neither teaches nor suggest intentionally 
providing the memory with a fragile portion with one part of the memory bordering the 
fragile portion being on a first half of the cartridge and another part of the memory 
bordering the fragile portion being on a second half of the cartridge.
